LAND OF THE MIDNIGHT SUN 


MOST WONDERFUL RAILWAY IN 
“WORLD IS COMPLETED. 


This Line Connects North Sweden 
With Port Victoria and Has the 
: Most Remarkable of 
Stations. 


Special to the Post-Dispateoh. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 26.—What is perhaps 
the most wonderful railway in the world 
thas been completed, in spite of great ob- 
stacles. , 

The Arctic railroad, from Lulea, near the 
head of tHe Gulf of Bothnia, to Victoria 
Haven, on the Atlantic, has crossed the 
mountains between Sweden and Norway. 

For more than 15 years trains have been 
running from Lulea to the famous iron 
mines at Gellivare, 44 miles north of the 
Arctic Circle. As now extended to the head 
of the deep Ofoten Fiord, on the Atlantic, 
the track north of the Polar Circle is about 
230 miles in length and penetrates 130 miles 
into the Arctic regions. 

It will not only serve important interests 
of commerce, but also pe a great con- 
venience to tourists. 

As passengars are carried on this Arctic 
Tailroad they will see their trains draw up 
at a little station and hear the call of the 
brakeman, “Polar Krise!”’ The station 
house has been built exactly on the Arctic 
Circle and bears the name of ‘Polar C:r- 
cle.” Here are facilities for telegraphing 
and the traveler is likely to make use of 
them to inform his friends of his unusual 
position on this famous geographical line. 

The riches in iron ore that are found at 
Geillivare are the sole cause of the carrying 
-out of this great:enterprise. The road, as 
intimated above, will serve other purposes, 
but it would never nave been built if it 
were not for the enormous beds of iron ore 
at Gellivare that for years past have been 
feeding the mineral industries of England 


and Germany. 
These mines yielded 800,000 tons of ore in 
1899, 1,000,000 tons in 1990 and the quantity 
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bitants, an odd little ce 
halls and a theater, the log cabins of the 
miners er pe See the more pre- 
tentious chalets of leading men scat- 
tered here and there amid the verdure, for 
though the place is an Arctic settlement 
it is a grassy and well-timbered region. 
There is a neat little hotel in the Swiss 
style built especially for the occommoda- 
tion of tourists who are visiting the place 
In increasing numbers to see the midnight 
sun from the point of vantage afforded by 
oe ees mountain of Dundret, 2700 

eet i. 

Here about the middle of July the mid- 
night sun may be seen in all its red glory, 
and a tall tower erected on the summit 
extends the view for about fifteen min- 
utes longer than at its foot. The latter- 
day cult of sun worship seems to be con- 
fined to the Arctic regions; and the cham- 

gne bottles scattered around the top of 

undret show the ordinary modern meth- 
od of celebrating the sun’s nocturnal ap- 
pearance. 

A.vund the mines of Gellivare dwell 1800 
miners and their families. The workmen 
receive from $1.40 to $1.75 per day and are 
comparatively well-to-do. Fashion magz:- 
zinés, book stores and bicycle shops are 
quite at home in Gellivare. 

It is a g.eat ridge, about 700 feet in height 
and several miles long, of solid magnetic 
ore, perhaps the largest and the most com- 
pact mass vf this. superior iron ore in the 
world. The brass has not yet been dis- 
turbed except by the diamond drill, which 
has pierced it through and proved the con- 
tinuity of the metallic rock to its most 
hidden recesses. 

The Swedish engineers estimate that the 
mass contains from 200,000, to 259,000,000 
tons of ore. Before very long from 2000 
to 3000 workmen will be onGat. their way 
through this ridge of iron, which has prob- 
ably preserved its present pofile, little 
ehanged by the denuding agencies of na- 
ture, for many thousands of vears. 

It is now destined gradually: to disap- 
pear engulfed in the flery furnaces of the 
natior and reappearing in long stretches 
of railroad track, in cannon, ship armor 
and many other things that will spread its 
usefulness far and wide. A town of from 
10,000 to 20,000 people is expected to grow 
up in the solitary waste fronting this hill 
of iron: and for a century or two this 
town will teem with industry, while its la- 
borers are tearing.the hill to pieces, grad- 
ually reducing to the level of the plain. 
It 1s believed that about 2,000,000 tons of 
ove will be taken annually from this rich 
source of supply. 

Norway has borne about one-fourth and 
Sweden three-fourths of the cost of build- 
ing the road to the Atlantic. The engineer- 
ing. difficulties were not great, though sev- 
eral tunnels of considerable length were 
required. '

BEARS’ PARADISE. 


FINE SPORT 


Land Commissioner Killed Six in a 
Few Days in the Davis 
Mountains. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

AUSTIN, Tex., Dec. 26.—Hon. J. J. Ter- 
rell, commissioner of the general land of- 
fice of Texas, has forwarded to President 
Roosevelt an urgent invitation to visit Tex- 
as next fall and join him in a genuine bear 
hunt in the Davis mountains tn the ex- 
treme western part of the state. 

This personal invitation on the part of 
Mr. Terrell is to be supplemented by a 
visit to the President by Governor-elect 
Lanham and members of the Texas con- 
gressional delegation, all of whom will set 
forth in the most alluring language the 


splendid hunting that exists in the region 
where it is proposed the President and his 
party shall visit. : 

It is believed that the President will ac- 
cept the invitation when the matter is la‘d 
before him, The hunting ground is within 
40 miles of Toyah, Tex., the nearest rail- 
road point, and a more desirable place for 
an enjoyable outing is not to be found In 
the whole country. Mr. Terrell has just 
re‘urned from a hunting trin fn these moun- 
tains. Although he spent but a few days 
there, he killed six bears. Four of these 
were black bears and the other two were 
of the “silver tip’’ species. He says that 
had he arrived there -wo weeks earlier and 
before the cold weather set in in the moun- 
tains, he could have killed a score or ‘more 
bears. 

“It is the most wonderful bear range 
there is in this country today: at least, If 
know of no other locality that equals it. An 
old guide at Toyah told me that there are 
fully 5000 bears in the Davis mountains, and 
I am prepared to believe it,’’ continued Mr. 
Terrell. ‘‘The mountains are easily accessi- 
ble and the trip is not at all fatiguing. One 
evening while standing at my camp I 
chanced to look across a deep gorge, and 
there I saw seven bears, all in a row, climb- 
ing up a: mountain trail. They were big 
black fellows and had evidently been down 
in the valley feeding. It was a sight that 
would arouse the enthus‘asm of any sports- 
man. They were some distance off ard I 
did not chance a shot at them. preferri 
to follow them up next day. This I did, an 
I had no difficulty itn killing two bears.

It is often made the subject of regretful comment that modern 
business methods have increased the distance between the worker 
and his chief, that the personal.tie between the two has been 
severed and affairs organized into a huge machine in which 
all is mechanical and abstract. But perhdps the gain is greater 
than the loss. If the employer’s interest is less personal and 
direct it is more human and comprehensive. His view is wider.

A few weeks ago it was announced that Prof. Loeb of the 
University of Chicago had succeeded in prolonging the life in 
sea urchins’ eggs by keeping them in a solution of sea water in 
‘which cyanide of potassium had been dissolved. The inference 
was drawn that the ingenious professor had discovered some- 


United States Fish Commission that there is nothing ‘in the 
Loeb discovery. These scientists have experimented along the 
lines followed by Loeb, and say that sea urchins’ eggs live longer 
in sterilized water than in the Loeb solution. The cyanide of 
potassium, being a poison, kilis the germs in the water quicker 
than it kills the sea urchins’ eggs. In the long run, it kills all 
living matter in the water. 

So, it appears, we are no nearer touching the secret of life 
than ever. V/ve cau nourish or destroy life, but life itself con- 
stantly eludes all our seeking.
